Group I, claims 1-13, drawn to a method of making a bone substitute material. 

Group II, claims 14-19, drawn to a method of making a bone substitute material. 

Group III, claims 20-39, drawn to a method of making a granular bone substitute 
material. 

Group IV, claims 40-50, drawn to a granular bone substitute material. 

Group V, claim 51 , drawn to a bone substitute material having a breaking stress of more 
than 1 MPa. 

Group VI, claims 52-61 , drawn to a method of forming a bone graft. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-VI do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: All the groups are 
directed to an article and a process useful in the general field of the bone substitute 
material. Group I has a special technical feature directed to a distorting the shape of 
the foam material not required for Groups II-VI. Group II has a special technical feature 
directed to a elongated shape of the cells not required for Groups I, and lll-VI. Groups 
(III and IV) have a special technical feature directed to an open cell structure, each 
occupying a space of less than 1000 mm3 not required for Groups I, II, V and VI. Group 
V has a special technical feature directed to a material having a breaking stress of more 
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than 1 MPa not required for Groups l-IV and VI. Group VI has a special technical 
feature directed to a implanting step not required for Groups l-V. 

The inventions listed as Groups lll-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 20 is 
anticipated or obvious over WO 03/026714. As the recited structure does not make a 
contribution over the prior art, unity of invention is lacking and restriction is appropriate. 

A restriction letter is deemed necessary because the requirement for restriction is 
complicated and requires three more groups. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
